Thore. aré fow articles, sare rice, which form 
so great a staple commodity amongst the Chinese 
of this provinre,'as macaroni and vermioalli; ati!l 
littlo is known of the proosss of their mannfao~ 
ture, as carried dain this country, where none 
but manual labour is employed, and we purport 
giving-au insight to the various ingredionts as 
well as to mode of manufacture. * I'he factory wo 
visited has 9 monthly capacity of producing from’ 
700 to 900 picnls of both macaroni and vorinjoalli., 
principally the*latter, and it is of vermicelli clone 
wo wish totrent. ? : 

his factory contains an area of about 100 
square feot of working space in-doora, “and; a 
large“ drying ” compound of about two acrés 
adjoicing tho working promises, ‘Tho. number 
of employés at this factory.vary; in the bauy 
geagon, which is-now. at its height, two hundred 
hands areemployed. Ie the dull season some six 
or seven “steady”: hands aro ratained merely 
for tho lceal . retail constimption, and -not: for 
oxport’ or wholesila_ trade; Tho. utensils and 
purtenamees employed in. the tianufacture, 
‘vormivelli first come under our notica: . Upon 
entaring the:premises wa. wero st once struck 
with the numerous carthen Jars and Khongs filled 
with wheaten flour.

About 20 of 
the carthen Dasivs aro well sooured. with boiling 
water to remove any traces af a former mixing, 
and aro afterwarda rinsed with cold water” Tho 
wheaten fonF is thea weighed aud placed in each 
of these basins; the rise flonr, to the. smount of 
one quarter of the wheaten, is then added, ‘to- 
getber with two handsfull of the coarse salt 
abore mentioned.

FXATION OF. NEW 
GUINEA, : 


| The recent attempt to colorise an isdond ad- 
jacent to New Guines bya miscollaneons crowd 
of foreignors collected haphazard from various 
oontingntal fowas has onc more diredted public 
attention to tho danger of permitting Naw 
Guinea to bo annexed by any faraign power, with 
tha probable reault of iis bocoming a'ponal colony, 
As this'isa dangor that more nearly concerns 
Queensland than any of the other coloniss, it’bo- 
hoves us te again bring the subjeot prominently 
before the Iosporial Government, in order, white 

there ‘is yot. timo, to avert tho threatened ovil. 

The necessity for’ annoxation has boon fully re- 

cognised, snd H.M.’s Government havo even-ex- 

pressed their readiness toacoade to the wishes of 
tho colonies; but only on condition that. the 
whole borden and responsibility shallbe borne 
by tho colonies. These views are doubtless based 
on an iinpottoot knowledge of tho country and 
people of New Guinea, and a dread of hoooming 
involved in costly wars with the natives, as in 
Now Zealand ond.in South.Africa; but snnexa- 
tion doos not noocssarily iinply immoiiste coloni- 
sation on a large scale, or that the Imperiat Go- 
vernment should straightway inaugurate, ot con- 
siderable expense, asystom-of governmont similar 
to that of Fiji.
